The prosecution and defense 
counsel are to meet w ith Judge 
Buzzard Wednesday to try to 
set a date for a future hearing 
preparatory to sentencing of 
the defendant. 
Under the new

Dear Dr. Lamb — I’m 11 
years old, five-feet-three and 
weigh 90 to 95 pounds. People 
think I ’m rattier slim, but I 
don’t think I am.

I’ve 
gained 15 pounds in six months.

Dear Reader — The only way 
to tell if you are too fat or not is 
to see how much fat you have 
under your skin.

According to a New York Times report, utility 
firms are developing a number <>l automatic 
reading systems to cut manpower costs and 
ensure accurate readings 
These include a 
device which, plugged into a rnasti r box, reads

meters 
in

entire apartment 
building or residential development 
The most highflying scheme 
literally 
involves aircraft equipped with remote sensing 
receivers w hich w ould fly over an area calling in 
awl storing on tape readings from thousands of 
meters almost simultaneously.

We should insist that every 
program which consumes tax­ 
payer’s dollars be required to 
justify to the Congress why it 
should continue to be funded. 
Not because it supports a bu­ 
reaucracy . not because it hires 
Federal employes, rather, be­ 
cause it does a needed job as­ 
signed to it by Congress and 
does it well 
Otherwise, we 
should not fund it 
"W e need a Congress which 
recognizes that control of Fed­ 
eral spending is not as effective 
as controlling the revenue from 
which that spending is made If 
the modem thesis is true that 
present spending rises to ex­

income,

It is a re­ 
markably durable institution. 
E V E N SO, the system is in 
trouble. A dozen causes have 
contributed to the slow decline. 
The antisepsis of civil service 
has destroyed

patronage. Programs of public 
w elfare have replaced the 
scuttle of coal for the precinct 
worker. Parties have little to 
give by w ay of reward for faith­ 
ful service; and they can im­ 
pose little punishment 
for 
defection. Television provides a 
candidate with audiences far 
beyond the reach of a shad 
bake, clam bake, or party rally 
in the park. 
Other factors have played a 
part. A generation has grown 
up in disenchantment with po­ 
litical 
institutions 
generally. 
Young people look about them 
and see that "the system” has 
failed to end poverty, stop 
racism, prevent w*ar. and clean 
up the dirty environment. The 
two-party system is part of the 
system. Almost half of the 
young 
people registering 
to 
vote in recent months have re­ 
fused to affiliate with either 
major party. Like organized 
religion, organized politics is 
raveling at the edges. 
The pending bill on campaign 
reform, unless I am wholly 
mistaken, will accelerate the 
parties’ decline. This surely is 
not the purpose of the bill. The 
idea 
is 
to 
prevent 
the 
malodorous scandals that stunk 
up the political landscape two 
years ago. The bill would put 
ceilings on the amounts that 
could be spent by candidates 
for the presidency and for the 
Congress. The bill would create 
a new federal board to oversee 
campaigns. 
Public 
funds, 
voluntarily contributed through 
the check-off plan, would be 
channeled 
to 
presidential 
candidates and possibly to con­ 
gressional candidates as well. 
The idea is to make our politics 
purer. 
T IIE P U R P O S E IS fine, but 
I doubt this bill will accomplish 
that purpose. It will invite pri­ 
vate and personal campaign 
expenditures, outside the party 
system. It will cripple one func­ 
tion of the political party, which 
is to raise funds for a party 
campaign. If the bill winds up 
by making public money avail­ 
able to candidates for House 
and Senate, the effect will be to 
encourage third, fourth and 
fifth 
party candidates, thus 
benefiting incumbents and 
placing plurality winners in 
office. 
This additional probability: 
Once the national government 
gets involved in our elections, 
through the new administrative 
hoard and the campaign sub­ 
sidies. the quiescent movement 
toward the direct national elec­ 
tion of presidents will take on 
Iresh momentum. We would

then be headed toward a funda­ 
mental 
restructuring of 
our 
whole scheme of government. 
Minority parties, assured of a 
place on a uniform, nationwide 
ballot, would multiply like rab 
bits. In theory, the voter would 
have a greater choice; in prac­ 
tice. to judge from the Eu 
ropean experience, we would 
wind up only with greater con­ 
fusion. 


WITH D E F E R E N C E to the 
reformers, who sincerely want 
to make our sick politics well, I 
cannot believe this radical sur­ 
gery is well-advised. Before the 
two-party system is further 
weakened, it might be prudent 
to reflect that we have nothing 
to take its place. There is not 
much satisfaction, after all, in 
m arveling at the brilliant 
operation, if the patient Hies.

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Beef Production Will Rise 
To Record Mark In October 


WASHINGTON <AP> - Gov­ 
ernment food exports say beef 
production will rise to a record 
level next month as farmers 
and ranchers ship an increas­ 
ing number of cows and grass- 
fed cattle to market. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Monday in another of its 
“food marketing alert 
bulle­ 
tins to retailers and other big 
volume wholesale buyers that 
O ctober pork supplies will 
reach a seasonal peak. 
Meanwhile, another ISDA 
report indicated farm prices of 
cattle and hogs slipped in early 
September but that middlemen 
who process and sell beef and 
pork widened their share of the 
consumer meat dollar 
For the week that ended Sept. 


7. the department said retail 
beef prices on all-cut basis were 
estimated to average $1,454 per 
pound, down 1.2 cents from the 
previous week.

Guardsmen 
Seek to Kill 
Statements 


CLEVELAND. Ohio (A P I- 
Six former Ohio National 
Guardsmen were expected to 
testify 
today 
in 
^ legal 
maneuvering before their trial 
on 
charges 
of 
violating 
students’ civil rights in the 1970 
Kent 
State 
University 
shootings. 
The other two indicted by a 
federal grand jury here last 
March took the stand Monday. 
The testimony comes in law­ 
yers' efforts to suppress state­ 
ments taken from the guards­ 
men shortly after the burst of 
gunfire that killed four students 
and wounded nine others pro­ 
testing 
U S. 
m ilitary 
in­ 
volvement in Cambodia 
Defendants James E. Pierce 
and James D. McGee testified 
that they made written state­ 
ments the day of the shooting. 
May 4. while they were tired 
and shaken by the day’s events. 
They said in US. District 
Court that they were ordered to 
give the statements and that 
they were not advised of their 
rights. 
Pierce, 29, is a construction 
supervisor in Amelia Island. 
Fla. McGee. 27, is a carpenter 
in Ravenna. 
Also indicted were Ralph W. 
Zoller, 27, a Mantua trucker; 
Barry W. Morris, 29, a Kent 
production supervisor; Mathew 
J. McManus. 28, an industrial 
designer from West Salem; 
Lawrence A. Shafer. 28. a Rav­ 
enna fire fighter; William E. 
Perkins, 28, Canton car sales­ 
man, and Leon H. Smith, a 
Beach City truck driver. 
The guardsmen’s statements 
were contained in the Ohio Na­ 
tional Guard’s report on the 
shootings. Former state Adj. 
Gen. Sylvester Del Corso told 
judge Frank J. Battisti he or­ 
dered the report when he heard 
of the shootings and after con­ 
sulting with former Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. 
Del Corso testified he found 
nothing in the report to indicate 
willful misconduct by guards­ 
men. 
Defense attorneys CD. Lam- 
bras and Bernard Stuplinsfu 
contended the statements by 
the guardsmen should be sup 
pressed because the guard­ 
smen were under strain and 
that the defendants’ freedom of 
action w as restricted when they 
were ordered to make the 
reports. 
The Justice Department at- 
troney in charge of the investi­ 
gation, Robert Murphy, re­ 
sponded that evidence would 
show that the statements were 
taken long before the men were 
accused 5 any crime, placed in 
custody or confronted by law 
enforcement officers.- 
Former ONG Capt. Brent 
Robertson testified he was or­ 
dered to take statements from 
the men involved in the shoot­ 
ings. ' 
He confirmed that guard­ 
smen were not told of their 
rights and said he informed the 
US. attorney general of that 
when he learned the men had 
hAen charged.

Pentagon B ids 
For Increased 
Callup Power 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
Pentagon is preparing to ask 
Congress for new power to 
mobilize up to 50,000 National 
Guardsmen and reservists 
without 
a 
declaration 
of 
national emergency. 
Officials said the aim is to 
enable the government to call 
up reserve lorees for help in 
such situations as last fall’s ur­ 
gent supply airlift to Israel. A 
liandful of Air Force reservists 
took part in that airlift as vol­ 
unteers. 


Under present law, the Presi­ 
dent cannot muster guardsmen 
or reservists for any military 
purpose unless either he or the 
Congress 
has 
declared 
a 
national emergency. 


New legislation, now being 
drafted, would authorize the 
President or the secretary of 
defense to mobilize guard-re­ 
serve units totaling up to 50,000 
men at any one time for a 
maximum of 90 days without 
formal proclamation of emer­ 
gency.

Pentagon’s manpower chief, 
told

Guard 
association meeting in Puerto 
Rico on Monday that defense 
officials would prefer to use 
volunteers 
“ for 
sm aller 
emergencies whenever and 
wherever possible.” 


But, Brehm said, "there can 
be instances w hen we will need 
selected units of the guard and 
reserve quickly to protect the 
national interest." 


The new legislation is one 
more step in a growing Penta­ 
gon effort to mesh the more 
than900,000 men in the Selected 
Reserve w ith the regular forces 
so they will be ready for early 
deployment and combat in a 
crisis. 


Behind that effort is a belief 
that a combat-ready reserve

TOCOA, Honduras (AP> — 
The floodwaters from Hurri­ 
cane Fifi are subsiding and 
countless hundreds have left 
their refuges in trees and on 
rooftops in the Aguan valley of 
. northeast Honduras. Now they 
are flocking to refugee centers 
looking for food and clothing. 
Several hundred are sleeping 
on the classroom floors of a 
school in this small town in the 
heart of the valley. They have 
powdered milk for their babies 
and a few local grapefruit that 
survived the storm. But food 
and clothing have not arrived, 
and there are no blankets for 
the sleepers. 
“We arc all dying of hunger,” 
said 
Ophelia 
Perez, 
who 
escaped from Fifi’s neck-high 
water with only the mud splat­ 
tered , ragged dress on her 
back “When is help coming? 
Look at my son. he has no 
clothes. We have lost every­ 
thing.“ 
Though 
the banana 
plan­ 
tations in the Aguan Valley and 
the neighboring Ulua Valley 
were extensively dam aged, 
officials said casualties around 
Tocoa were very light. But the 
government late Monday night 
raised the official estimate of 
the total dead in northeast Hon­ 
duras to between 7,500 and 
8,000. 
Military officials in the dev­ 
astated San Pedro Sula-Cho- 
loma area in the heart of the 
Ulua Valley estimate between 
5,000 and 6,000 bodies have been 
burned or buried. 
John Taylor of Boston, an ex­ 
ecutive of United Brands, one of 
the country’s two major banana 
producers, said the crop was 
almost completely destroyed. 
Others put the lass at about $500 
million and said it would take at 
least two years to rebuild the 
plantations. 
Finance Minister Manuel 
Acosta Bonilla told a news con­ 
ference in Tegucigalpa, the 
Honduran capital, the official 
estimate of the damage done by 
Fifi’s rampage last Thursday 
night was $900 million, half the 
estimate given Sunday by Col. 
Ruben Villanueva, the chief 
relief officer in the San Pedro 
Sula-Choloma area The colonel 
said later that while he used the 
term dollars, he was actually 
speaking of 
Honduran lem­ 
piras. each worth 50 cents. 
President Oswaldo Lopez 
AreHano announced that an 
em ergency com m ittee was 
being set up to study the prob­ 
lem of rehabilitation. Foreign 
Minister Cesa A. Batres said all 
hemispheric foreign ministers 
in New York for the United 
Nations General Assembly 
would meet today to discuss the 
Honduran disaster. 
Batres sai(l Arab representa­ 
tives a t »UN. headquarters 
would also meet to determine 
how their governments could 
help. 
Batres praised the emergen 
cy aid that lias already arrived 
In Honduras but said more help 
is “indispensable for the recon­ 
struction of the country .’’

“ I don’t think there is one 
(frontrunner) now,” said Paul 
l^amholey of Nevada. “ I think 
it’s really a toss-up.

Matthews Bronze 
Co. of Pittsburgh, Pa., and Gor­ 
ham Bronze Co. of Providence, 
RI, say. however, that they are 
making replacements for stolen 
vases free of charge. 
Toson said the loss of the 
vases, which carry retail price 
tags of $30 to $75, is causing 
concern among relatives who 
bought vases. 
He said the cemetery thieves 
generally find the profits high 
and the risks relatively low

Smith, the Franklin County 
prosecutor, accused Brown of 
foot -dragging on the federal re ­ 
port after the attorney general 
said his office would take no le­ 
gal action until after the Nov. 5 
election. 
Brown re ite ra te d Monday 
that legal processing of the case 
simply could not move any 
faster than that, but he said 
w ithin the next few weeks “ they 
will know which way w e re 
going” on the case. 
Brow n, a Democrat, received 
a copy of the report last Febru­ 
ary and. after a preliminary in­ 
vestigation. turned it over to 
the Cuyahoga County prose­ 
cutor's office late in July be­ 
cause it was a “ local" matter. 
However, Prosecutor John Cor­ 
rigan did not take any action on 
the report and returned it to 
Brown about a week ago.

Ohio 
(AP)— 
Frost and freezing weather on 
the first day of autumn Monday 
took a heavy toll of Ohio's to­ 
mato crop. already wracked by 
a dry spell earlier in the grow­ 
ing season. 
The worst report of damage 
cam e from C. William Swank, 
executive vice president of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation, 
w ho said the loss was virtually 
total in northwestern Ohio, the 
State's chief tomato—growing 
region. 
“ It appears 
the 
tomatoes 
were really frozen to the core." 
said Swank. “There'll be no 
more tomatoes harvested after 
today.” 
Swank, 
basing 
his 
assessment on reports from 
federation members in 
nor­ 
thw estern 
Ohio, 
said 
the 
damage amounted to about one 
third ol the total year's harvest. 
But other reports Irom < )hio's 
tomato country 
indicate the 
damage may he less extensive. 
“ It looks like about onefourth 
to one half ol the tomato crop 
here w as d am ag ed . 
said 
Sandusky County E xtension 
Agent Glenn Maddy. “ We re 
ah(Hit three-fourths harvested, 
so I’m talking about one-fourth 
to one-half of what's on the 
vine.” 
Sandusky County annually 
ranks either No. 1 or No. 2 
among Ohio counties in grow­ 
ing tomatoes. 
In Henry County, where tem ­ 
peratures 
were 
reported 
at 
around 29 degrees. Extension 
Agent Boh Cole said, “ 1 think 
we'll be taking a lew more yet. 
but it's still too early to give any 
real estim ate." 
Henry Riechman, district ag- 
riculturs m anager for Libby, 
McNeill and Libby at Leipsic in 
Putnam County, said tomato 
growers who supply his iood 
processing company have re­ 
ported a total of about 6,(Hio tons 
of frost-damaged tomatoes. 
Riechman said that the un­ 
seasonable cold temperatures 
Monday may cut back their to­ 
mato production by 20 per cent 
on top of reductions caused 
by the earlier drought and re­ 
cent heavy rains. 
Reports also indicated tliat 
Ohio’s soybean, grain corn and 
Iruit crop may have suffered 
considerable damage from the 
Irost. hut Eugene C. Whittme- 
ver. horticulture professor at 
Ohio State University, said it 
will he a few days before a 
complete picture is assembled.

Leaving the filters out will 
make the water run freely but 
the 
sedim ent

gets 
through will damage parts 
inside the washer in time 
necessitating professional 
repairs 
Sometimes clothes are left 
too wet after the spin dry 
operation. There may be 
water remaining in the tub 
instead of being completely 
pumped out. While the pump 
may be at fault, check to 
make sure it isn’t a problem 
in the drain hose. The hose 
may have a kink in it. a 
condition that comes about 
when the hose wasn’t cut to 
length when installed in the 
drain. Instead it hangs down 
in too big a loop. In time the 
hot water causes the loop to 
collapse and kink. 
Straighten out the hose or 
replace it w ith a new one. 
A slipping or loose belt will 
qlso cause this 
trouble. 
Remove the panel that covers 
the insides of the washer and 
check 
the 
belt. 
Careful 
exam ination will tell you 
whether motor mounts or 
idlers can be adjusted to 
increase the tension. 
When an automatic washer 
vibrates too much it causes 
excess wear to the parts. It 
also throws the load of clothes 
off balance causing the off- 
balance switch to turn off the 
washer. 
First, determine that an off- 
balance load isn’t actually at 
fault. Next, check the washer 
level. Place a carpenter’s 
level diagonally across the 
top of the washer. 
The washer has threaded 
feet that can be adjusted up or 
down until it is level. Once 
level, be certain to tighten the 
lock nuts on the feet to keep 
them in adjustment. 
And don’t forget the obvious 
w hen the washer doesn’t run 
Is it plugged in° If it is. check 
the outlet with a neon tester or 
a lamp you know is good. Is

There should be a vent in each 
gable end.

But 
more and more families are 
having 
their 
kitchens 
remodeled these days. When 
extensive changes must be 
made, kitchen remodeling is 
fairly expensive. The trick, 
therefore, is to plan a kitchen 
that will meet both your needs 
and your budget. That calls 
for the inclusion of ideas that 
meet the special demands of 
your family and not just those 
which are incorporated intc 
the kitchens of others. 
Your contractor can be ol 
great help to you in making a 
decision on the type of kitchen 
necessary for your family, 
but you must be prepared to 
tell him in detail what your 
priorities are. There are a 
number of good books on the 
m arket 
that 
present 
guidelines, as well as building 
considerations and a lte r­ 
natives for you to apply 
during your planning. One of 
the best of these, a newly 
revised edition of “Planning 
and Remodeling Kitchens’’ 
(Sunset Books), goes into all 
the details necessary to make 
your choices no matter what 
your life style, budget or 
available space. 
THERE ARE 
five main 
types of kitchen layouts — a 
strip or one-wall kitchen; a 
pullman or two-wall kitchen; 
an L-shape kitchen; a U- 
shape kitchen, and a kitchen 
with an island. 
The one-waller is used in 
small-space situations, such 
as vacation cabins or apart­ 


ments. The pullman divides 
appliances and work areas 
between two parallel walls, 
creating a work triangle and 
more counter space, but with 
the disadvantage, in some 
cases, of having a corridor 
that encourages foot traffic. 
The L-shape kitchen divides 
appliances and counter space 
between two walls that meet 
at right angles. 
The U-shaper, considered 
by many experts to be the 
most efficient floor plan, 
divides appliances and work 
areas among three connected 
walls arranged in a U con­ 
figuration. The island kitchen 
has a free-standing unit as 
centrally located as possible 
and is especially useful in 
defining large kitchen spaces 
into functional work areas. 
As the book points out: 
‘Each of these kitchen floor 
plans 
presents both ad ­ 
vantages and disadvantages 
to the user.” To make a 
choice, a family must begin 
with an appraisal of the 
family activities that depend 
on a functional kitchen. 
Among the things to be 
taken into consideration are 
w hether the family gathers in 
the kitchen for meals three 
times a day; whether you 
want to elim inate family 
traffic in kitchen areas during 
work 
preparation; 
the 
frequency of entertainment 
and whether it is formal or 
informal, whether more than 
one person does the cooking, 
and other factors unique to 
your family.

Home Costs Less 
On Wide Framing 


Spaced out over the way 
inflation is eroding disposable 
incomes? If you’re thinking 
about haveing a new home 
built, there’s a way to take 
some of the bite out of the high 
cost of living.

Now, while your heating 
system is shut down, is a good 
time to evaluate it, have it 
repaired if necessary, or have 
it replaced with m odern 
hvdronic heat in which hot 
water from a compact boiler 
is circulated 
to radiation, 
usually baseboard.

1 have oil stains on my 
garage 
floor 
and 
black 
mildew stains on the outride 
of my concrete block house. 
Do you have any suggestions 
on removing various stains 
irom masonry" 
- R .S j 
Answer — For oil stains on 
concrete, get some mineral 
spirits paint thinner and a 
small amount of dry Portland 
cement. Make a puddle of the 
liquid over the stain, and then 
gradually sprinkle the cement 


into the liquid while scrubbing 
with a stiff scrubbing brush. 
Continue to add cement until 
the mixture is dry enough to 
sweep up. In some cases, a 
second application may be 
necessary. 
The mildew 
stains are 
usually easy to remove. Into a 
gallon jug. pour one quart of 
laundry 
bleach 
and 
three 
quarts of water. Add to this 
three ounces of trisodium- 
phosphate and one ounce of 
laundry 
detergent. 
Use 
a 


OIL *T A IN £ 
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sponge to apply this to the 
stain, allow a minute for it to 
react, and then wipe dry. 
Here are suggestions for 
treating some other stains on 
masonry: 
RUST — Light stains can 
usually be removed by adding 
oxalic acid crystals to boiling 
water until no more will be 
dissolved. Apply this to the 
stain and allow it to remain 
for several hours, then scrub 
and rinse. 
Deep rust stains are often 
difficult to remove. Dissolve 
one 
part 
sodium 
citrate 
crystals in six parts water, 
then 
add 
six 
parts 
com­ 
mercial glycerine. Saturate 
cloths with the liquid and 
place over the stain. You may 
also make a paste of the liquid 
and fuller’s earth or hydrated 
lime and apply this in a thick 
layer over the stain. 
INK — These stains can 
usually be bleached out with a 
strong solution of water and 
sodium perborate, or chlorine 
laundry’ bleach, or household 
ammonia. Soak cotton batting 
or thick flannel w ith one of the 
solutions and place it over the 
stain. 
8M O KK — These 
stains 
often occur on the brick or 
stone fronts 
of 
fireplaces. 
Dissolve one-half pound of 
trisodium-phosphate 
in a 
gallon of water and apply with 
a scrubbing brush. 
CO PPER and BRO NZE — 
These stains usually occur 
beneath 
copper 
window 
screens and gutters. Make a 
paste 
of 
one 
part 
sal- 
am m oniac, 
four 
parts 
powdered whiting and am ­ 
monia, and spread over the 
stain. 
Several 
applications 
may be necessary. 
P A IN T — Fresh 
paint 
should be washed up im­ 
mediately with a 0 generous 
amount 
of turpentine or 
mineral spirits. 
For older 
stains, dissolve three pounds 
of trisodium-phosphate in a 
gallon of hot water and mop 
on the paint until it becomes 
soft and can be washed away.

Insulation Vapor 


Barriers Should 


Face the Inside 


One of the questions most 
frequently 
asked 
of 
the 
National 
Mineral 
Wool 
Insulation Association and the 
insulation 
m anufacturing 
companies them selves is: 
Where does the vapor barrier 
go? 
A vapor barrier is adhered 
to one surface of insulation 
blankets. It may be aluminum 
foil or heavy kraft 
paper 
laminated with asphalt. Its 
purpose is to keep moisture 
vapor 
in 
the 
air 
from 
penetrating walls, ceilings, 
and floors 


The vapor barrier sliould 
always face the "heated in 
w inter" side 
of 
the 
con­ 
struction. the NMWIA says. 
The association used to refer 
to the "warm side” but that 
term caused confusion among 
some people thinking of 
conditions in summer, when 
the outdoor temperature is 
higher than the temperature 
inside an air-conditioned 
home. 
The vapor barrier should 
face down in a ceiling, to the 
inside in a wall, and up in a 
lloor 
It should always be 
covered with a 
protective 
material 
Some m ineral wool in­ 
sulation is made without a 
vapor barrier. When this type 
of insulating material is used, 
a separate vapor barrier of 
polyethylene plastic sheeting 
or 
foil-backed 
gypsum 
wallboard should be applied. 
Mineral wool includes both 
liber ulass and rock wool.

Through Siding Paint 


When my house was painted 
last sum m er, 1 thought this 
would take care of the rust 
stains around many nails in 
the siding These stains art* 
now 
showing 
through 
the 
fresh paint Can anything be 
done about it now ? 
L.G.A 
Answer — A painter is 
supposed 
to 
take 
the 
necessary steps to prevent the 
rust 
bleeding through the 
fresh paint When the house 
was built, galvanized nails 
should have been used for 
attaching the siding. 
Several methods can be 
Used now to hide these stains 
awl prevent their recurrence. 
All require that you touch up 


these areas with matching 
paint after other work is 
completed. 
The easiest method is to 
cover 
the 
stain 
with 
aluminum paint or with a 
stain sealer. However, this is 
not a sure cure. 
If the builder used finishing 
nails for attaching the siding, 
and the heads of these are 
near the surface, use a nail 
set and drive them a bit 
deeper into the wood, but not 
so deep that the siding falls 
off. Fill the resulting holes 
with putty. 
A sim ilar approach is to 
drive 
a 
new 
six-penny 
galvanized finishing nail 
about one-quarter inch from

small diam eter nail set to 
drive the old nail completely 
through the siding. Set the 
new nail a bit below the 
surface and fill both holes 
with putty. As an extra 
precaution. 
apply 
the 
aluminum paint or sealer to 
the area before repainting. 
Another method is the use 
of a product usually found in 
hardware stores. It comes as 
a kit that contains a roll of 
glass cloth, a can of mastic, 
and an applicator. For your 
purpose, a 
putty knife is 
better than the applicator. 
The cloth is cut into inch- 
square swatches. A small 
amount 
of 
the 
mastic 
is 
spread over the stain and then 
the swatch is pressed into the 
mastic. Allow this to dry for a 
dav. then add more mastic to 
hide the cloth. The mastic is 
white, and painting over it on 
a white house is not always 
necessary. 
Fogged Windows 
Why do our triple-track 
storm windows steam up on 
the inside? 
—J.K .P. 
Answer — Your house 
windows are not properly 
weatherstripped, and damp 
air from inside the house is 
leaking into the space bet­ 
ween the two windows. As a 
temporary measure, seal the 
house windows with masking 
- 
tape, but be sure to remove 
the tape as soon as 
the 


weather moderates. 
Peeling Paint 
My aunt lives in an 85-year- 
old house. Paint will not stay 
on the plastered walls and 
ceilings. What can be done? 
-M rs.C .E .J. 
Answer — Over the years, 
p laster absorbs m oisture 
from humid air inside the 
house. This creates a con­ 
dition where the lime in the 
plaster is brought to the 
surface as a powder. Paint 
will 
not adhere over the 
powder. It is som etim es 
possible to remove the lime 
by scraping or sandpapering, 
but this often leaves a surface 
too scarred for painting — 
then patching with spackle is 
required. 
Leaking Wall 
We have a brick home. 
W ater comes through a wall 
and discolors 
the 
interior 
surface. How can this wall be 
waterproofed? 
-H .G .S . 
Answer — First, look for 
cracked m ortar joints. If any 
are found, the m ortar must be 
removed to a depth of at least 
one half inch, and then -the 
joints painted with fresh 
mortar. The next step is to 
apply a transparent silicone 
waterproofing to the wall. 
This may 
be sprayed or 
brushed on. The material is 
water-clear, and does not 
change the color of the bricks,

Q—In finishing a basement, 
a project I have scheduled for 
my vacation period, can I put 
the 2 by 4s right against the 
concrete wall and then attach 
panels to them rather than 
putting up furring strips over 
the studding? 
A - You can if the walls are 
perfectly straight, which few 
are. and 
if there 
is 
no 
possibility 
of 
dampness 
emanating from the concrete. 
The placement of 1 by 2 or 1 
by 3 furring strips over the 
studding gives additional 
space for air circulation, 
allows for the use of a 
moisture barrier between the 
concrete walls and the panels, 
and makes it easier to attach 
the panels. 


Q. 
1 have heard that the 
best way to prevent dampness 
in a basement is to provide 
plenty of ventilation. But if 
the window s are open in damp 
weather, doesn’t that bring in 
the high humidity that causes 
mildew ? 
A.— Yes. Ventilation should 
be governed by weather 
conditions 
Windows should 
be kept closed during damp 
weather and rainy spells. You 
have to use your judgment in 
fair weather when it is bitter 
cold outside. Sometimes, 
opening them only 15 minutes 
twice a das will be sufficient. 
When a basement is ex­ 
cessively damp during hot, 
humid weather, the solution is 
the use of an exhaust fan. a 
dehumidifier or one of those 
a ir-c o n d itio n in g 
u n its 
designed to dehumidifv as 
well as cool. 
U 
1 bought a house w ith a 
swimming pool which has a 
cover on it. After I lake off the 
cover, what steps (other than 
a chlorine treatment, which 1 
know about) should be taken 
to prepare the pool for use? 
A 
After taking off the 
cover, clean up any debris. 
Turn on the skimmer, which 
you should have or get, but 
also dip out any bigger pieces 
by hand. Vacuum walls as 
necessary. With a vinyl-lmer 
pool, this will be needed

Q. - 1 recently bought a 
new mobile home made of 
aluminum. Is there anything 
that can be done to prolong 
the life of the aluminum? 
A. — The aluminum is 
likely to remain serviceable 
indefinitely. However, its 
appearance can be preserved 
by coating it with wax or 
lacquer. Wax is easier to 
apply, but may yellow after 
repeated applications, in 
w hich case the old wax must 
be removed with a solvent 
cleaner and a new coat ap­ 
plied. A coating of clear 
m ethacrylate lacquer will 
last for several years without 
yellow ing. If the aluminum is 
not anodized, it should be 
washed first with an etching 
type cleaner. Find out from 
the seller of the home whether 
the metal has been anodized.
